The Editor of the Bangor Democrat, notori- 


ously in favor of abolishing Ihe whole protective 
policy, and continually tilting against the pres- 
ent tarlfF.in his last number has undertaken to en- 
lighten his readers by a dissertati6n on the mean- 
ing of the term ad valorem as used in the Ta- 
riff Bill of Mr McKay now before Congress.— 
And dear reader let it be borne in mind that the 
labor of the Democrat was all for the purpose of 
correcting a mistake into which he supposed we 
had fallen, and of course he intended to be very 
accurate. He say*:— 


" The Whig and Courier takes the article ol 


potatoes 'to illustrate the nature and character of 
tne new tariff,' which it states are 'protected' at 
the late often cents a bushel by the present ta- 
riff, while by the new tariff bill reported the du- 
ty is fixed at 'twenty-five percent, ad valorem, 
equal to about four cents a bushel.' 
An ad va- 


lorem duty is a per ceutageon the value or price, 
nnd the average price of potatoes in this market 
19 about twenty-five cents a bushel, so that the 
twenty-five per cent, ad valorem duty affixed in

Here we have a statement by authority, and

Late News from Europe—Tremendous 


Battles. 


The Gibraltar Chronicle, of March 5, brought 


37 the barque Douglass, at New York from Pa- 
lermo and Gibraltar, contains a brief summary 
of the news by the overland mail; the advices 
from Bombay being to the 1st of-February. 


The principal intelligence is that hostilities 


had broken out in Gwalior between the British 
and the natives (Mahrattas.) Three battles had 
been fought, which were vigorously contested 
by the Mahrattas, and in which, though they 
were defeated, they inflicted severe loss on the 
British. The list gives 141 as the number of 
the latter killed, and 86ti wounded. The Mah- 
rattas are said to have had between four and five 
thousand killed and wounded.
